NEWINGTON, CT, Dec 17, 
2002--The next Kid’s Day is 
January 4, 2003, from 1800- 
2400 UTC. The twice—annual 
event, held in January and 
June, is a chance for amateurs 
to invest in the future of 
Amateur Radio by 
participating in a simple, but 
rewarding, Amateur Radio 
event. Kid’s Day is intended 
to encourage young people—— 
licensed or not——to enjoy 
Amateur Radio. It gives 
youngsters on—the—air 
experience so they might 
develop an interest in 
pursuing a license in the 
future. It’s also intended to 
give hams a chance to share 
their station with their 
children. 


Activity for Kid’s Day takes 
place on 20, 15 and 10 
meters——and perhaps your 
local 2—meter repeater. It’s an 
opportunity to introduce your 
own youngsters, 
neighborhood kids and nieces 
and nephews to participate to 
the magic of ham radio and 
perhaps spark a lifelong love 
for the hobby. 


Kid’s Day is not a contest, and 
patience is a must. Remember that 
the kids are not experienced 
operators. Your part, as the licensee 


and control operator, is to help with 
the basics, keep an eye on the 
technical aspects of the operation, 
observe third—party traffic 
agreements and be sure to ID at the 
proper intervals. Beyond that, relax, 
and let the youngsters have fun. If 
they find someone they’ re 
comfortable talking with, let them 
enjoy themselves. In this event, it’s 
quality of the contacts, not quantity. 


The suggested exchange for Kid’s 
Day is first name, age, location and 
favorite color. You are encouraged 
to work the same station again if an 
operator has changed. Call "CQ 
Kid’s Day." Suggested frequencies 
are 14,270 to 14,300, 21,380 to 
21,400 and 28,350 to 28,400 kHz, 
and 2—meter repeater frequencies 
with permission from your area 
repeater sponsor. 


All participants are eligible to 
receive a colorful certificate (it 
becomes the child’s personalized 
sales brochure on ham radio). You 
can help ARRL keep track of the 
Kid’s Day activity and responses. 
Visit the ARRL Kid’s Day Survey 
page to complete a short survey and 
post your comments. You will then 
have access to download the

Dnepr Booster 
Launches SAFIR- 
M Amateur Radio 
Satellite

The German amateur radio satellite 
SAFIR-M was launched by a 
converted Russian ballistic missile 
into orbit Friday, December 19, 
2002, with a cluster of five other 
satellites for a variety of 
organizations around the world. 


The Dnepr booster blasted out of its 
missile silo from the Baikonur 
Cosmodrome in Kazakhstan at 
approximately 1700 GMT (12:00 
p.m. EST). 


Initial reports indicate that the 
payloads achieved their intended 
orbits of 400 miles high with an 
inclination of 65 degrees. 


SAFIR-M is a project of a group 
called Arbeitskreis Amateurfunk 
und Telekommunikation in der 
Schule, or AATiS e.V. Its English 
translation means "Working Group 
for Amateur Radio and 
Telecommunications 

in Schools." 


SAFIR-M was developed in close 
cooperation with the University of 
Applied Sciences in Pforzheim, 
Germany under the leadership of 
Henning Rech DF9IC and his team. 
The main purpose of the satellite is 
to give students easy access to space 
communications. It will have a 
downlink at 145.825 MHz with 
AX.25, 9k6 packet as well as an 
optional voice message beacon. 
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The uplink is at 435.275 MHz 
(AX.25, 1k2), offering Mode B 
operation. The callsign will be 
DPOAIS. 


SAFIR-M is designed as a "store 
and broadcast" system for APRS 
based messages, dedicated for the 
use of schools in combination 

with the existing WX—Net and 
planned buoy experiments in 
Germany. It extends German space 
educational activities to an 
European and global base.
